Organ  ready 
for  Sunday 

A three-keyboard  organ,  possibly  the 
largest  in  Utah,  will  accompany  13,000 
performers  in  the  10-Stake  Easter  fireside 
Sunday  in  the  Marriott  Activities  Center. 

The  organ,  built  in  Chicago,  is 
“probably  the  largest  electronic  organ  in 
the  state,”  according  to  J.  J.  Keeler,  head 
of  the  Organ  Department  at  BYU.  It  has 
three  keyboards  and  a pedalboard  and  is 
mounted  on  rollers  so  it  can  be  moved 
around  in  the  Activities  Center. . 

The  organ  will  be  accompanying  some 
13,000  performers  from  LDS  wards  and 
stakes  throughout  Utah  Valley  in  the  7 
p.m.  Easter  fireside. 

Student  organists  Ken  Noble,  Doub 
Bush,  and  Rulon  Christiansen  will  be  the 
first  to  play  the  organ.  It  will  be  used  at 
forum  and  devotional  assemblies  and 
special  concerts. 

The  Saville  organ  is  connected  to  the 
sound  system  in  the  Mar  riot  Acitivites 
Center,  but  can- be  detached  and  played 
through  floor  speakers  for  special  effects. 

The  public  is  invited  to  the  fireside. 

Physical  plant  has  been  working  on 
installing  the  organ  for  its  first 
performance  for  over  a week.

The  AS  BYU  Executive  Council  voted 
yesterday  to  allocate  $2,700  for  finincing 
the  upcoming  Ten-Stake  Gold  and  Green 
Ball. 

The  fund  request  presented  by  Social 
Vice-president  Walt  Marlowe,  will  come 
out  of  Social  Office  profits  and  will  be 
doled  out  to  include  $1,500  for 
decoration  of  the  eight  dance  locations, 
$500  for  bands,  and  $700  for  publicity. 

Marlowe  indicated  that  an  additional 
$2000  is  being  taken  from  stake  budgets 
to  pay  for  the  dance  making  a total  of 
$4,700  in  planned  expenditures  for  the 
dance.  The  Ball  will  be  free  to  students. 

Unanimous  approval  on  the  funding 
came  after  extensive  discussion  about  the 
need  for  such  a large  sum  of  money. 
Marlowe  assured  the  Council  that  $ 1 ,500 
was  “a  good  figure”  for  dance 
decorations  while  the  $700  in  publicity 
would  be  used  for  ads  in  the  Daily 
Universe,  and  other  “miscellaneous 
publicity.”  The  stake  allotment  will 
co-fund  the  bands  and  purchase 
refreshments,  and  tickets. 

“We’re  expecting  that  it  will  be  the 
biggest  dance  of  the  year,”  said  Marlowe. 
“It’s  the  largest  Gold  and  Green  Ball  ever 
held  in  the  Church.” 

TABLED  for  a vote  next  week  was  a 
proposal  by  Athletics  Vice-president 
Chris  Dowling,  that  a $200  yearly  budget 
be  allocated  for  support  of  a planned 
weight  lifting  intramural  team  composed 
of  approximately  15  to  20  members. 

The  Council  was  advised  by 
Vice-president  of  Culture  Clint  Johnson 
that  the  upcoming  Mormon  Arts  Ball 
would  probably  take  a loss  of  “about 
$1,000”  because  of  unexpected  low 
ticket  sales.  “But  it’s  the  type  of  thing 
that  is  maybe  worth  the  loss,”  said

Johnson,  “in  order  to  develop  it  as  a 
tradition.” 

Johnson  informed  the  council  members 
that  their  complimentary  tickets  for  the 
ball  were  available  in  the  HFAC.  “You 
are  encouraged  to  buy  them,”  added 
Wilcox. 

An  extensive  discussion  of  the  BYU 
Dress  Code  prompted  by  the  suggestions 
of  a visiting  student  and  a representative 
of  “The  Group”  drug  rehabilitation 
program,  took  up  the  remainder  of  the 
meeting. 


JOSEPH  Germaine,  Regional 
coordinator  for  drug  abuse  for  the 
Church  Social  Services  and  Bart  Tippetts, 
a student  asked  that  the  council  take 
steps  “to  open,  some  of  the  doors  of 
communication  that  have  been  closed,” 
concerning  dress  standards. 

Tippetts  claimed  that  many  students 
are  unaware  of  who  formulates  the 
standard  and  to  whom  they  should  take 
their  questions  and  feedback.  “Let’s 
inform  the  students  of  who  the  key 
individuals  are,”  he  stressed  and  suggested

that  a meeting  be  arranged  with  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  “if  there  are 
enough  students  who  want  to  talk  to 
them  about  it.  There  is  a spirit  of 
discontent  and  antagonism  that  should  be 
cleared  up.” 

Germaine,  who  represents  “The 
Group”  a Church  coordinated  drug 
rehabilitation  organization,  stated  that 
last  spring  he  had  500  to  600  BYU 
students  participating  with  the  program. 
He  posed  the  problem  of  having  to  advise 
those  in  “The  Group”  who  are  students 
who  are  in  violation  of  the  standard. 

“They  are  told  by  the  school,  ‘you 
either  accept  it  or  split’,”  he  said.  “Give 
me  something  to  tell  my  people  abouts, 
why  s,you  have  standards.  They  don’t 
want  to  leave  BYU.  Many  of  them  are  in 
the  process  of  regaining  their 
testimonies,”  he  continued.  “I  tell  them 
to  go  and  talk  with  their  Bishops  but  I 
have  to  hope  they  don’t  have  BYU 
Bishops.”  Germaine  said  that  the  Bishop 
“who  is  their  steward  feels  inhibited 
about  advising  them  on  the  length  of 
their  hair  because  of  his  BYU  position.” 

Wilcox  stressed  to  the  two  that 
President,  Dallin  Oaks  has  “repeatedly 
said  that  the  standards  are  supported  by 
the  bretheren.”  Tippets  asked  that  the 
Council  request  a special  statement  from 
the  Board  Of  Trustees  on  the  matter  but 
Alan  Wilkins,  Executive  Vice-president  to 
Wilcox  stated,  “None  of  the  General 
Authorities  are  going  to  make  a statement 
that  supercedes  President  Oaks.  He  is 
their  representative  here.” 

Wilcox  indicated  that  he  would  “make 
a point  of  meeting  with  Oaks  to  talk  to 
him  about  it.

“But  President  Oaks  couldn’t  go  into  a 
discussion  with  the  idea  of  changing  the 
dress  standard.”

Recently  the  question  was 
raised  as  to  why  no  real  Indian 
people  were  used  in  the  Mormon 
Play,  “Play  the  Drum  So  It  is 
Heard  Again.” 

Frank  Me  Cabe,  president  of  the 
Tribe  of  Many  Feathers  here  at 
BYU,  commented  that  “the  white 
man  always  plays  the  Indian  in 
many  plays.”  He  said  that  they 
didn’t  recruit  Indians  to  play  the 
parts. 

According  to  Ivan  Crosland, 
director  of  the  play,  auditions 
were  open  to  everyone  on  campus 
and  no  Indians  auditioned.  He 
further  commented  on  the  effect 
obtained  in  the  play  itself  and 
stated,  “This  is  not  a historical 
play.  Its  strength  lies  in  its 
theatricality;  it  is  more  than  a 
story  about  Mormons  and  Indians. 


It  is  a story  about  the  workings  of 
the  human  heart  as  it  beats  against 
a skin  of  any  color.” 

Crosland  further  stated  that  the 
play’s  universality  could  best  be 
expressed  in  pure  theatrical  terms 
rather  than  in  a display  of 
historical  authenticity.

Meat  Prices  dropped 

Safeway  Stores,  Inc.  announced  late  last  night  “Major  reductions”  in 
retail  beef  prices  in  its  246  outlets  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
Maryland,  Virginia,  Deleware  and  Pennsylvania. 

One  of  the  nation’s  largest  supermarket  chains,  Safeway  reported 
declines  in  the  wholesale  cost  of  meat  would  be  effective  today. 

Safeway  gave  these  examples  of  price  reductions  shoppers  will  find  in 
the  designated  areas:  regular  ground  beef  in  five-pound  rolls,  regularly 
69  cents  a pound,  59  cents  a pound;  boneless  chuck  roast,  regularly  99 
cents  a pound,  89  cents  a pound;  sirloin  steak,  regularly  $1 .39  a pound, 
$1 .29  a pound. 

The  President  of  the  Grand  Union  Co.  announced  a 30-day  price 
freeze  last  night,  effective  immediately,  on  fresh  meats  and  poultry  sold 
in  his  chain’s  supermarkets.  The  chain  serves  three  million  customers  in 
1 1 states. 


Utah-disaster  area 

Utah  fruit  farmers  were  promised  immediate  action  for  disaster  status 
and  finincial  help  yesterday  by  Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton. 

If  the  President  declares  the  areas  disaster  regions,  farmers  will 
qualify  for  multi-year,  low  interest  loans  from  the  Farmers  Home 
Administration,  Rampton  explained. 

It  has  been  estimated  the  frost  cost  the  growers  a $9  million  loss. 
Utah  County  was  the  hardest  hit. 

Prime  Time 

Depressed  persons  are  most  likely  to  contemplate  suicide  between  9 
p.m.  and  midnight  on  Monday  with  clear  skies  overhead,  Utah  State 
University  researchers  reported  yesterday. 

The  conclusion  was  reached  as  a result  of  a nine-month  study  of  calls 
to  the  university’s  suicide  prevention  bureau. 

New  wage-price  freeze 

House  Democratic  leaders  yesterday  endorsed  calls  for  a new 
wage-price  freeze  if  the  cost  of  living  keeps  soaring,  and  said  Congress 
should  raise  taxes  once  “we  set  the  economy  moving  again.”

The  East  Germans  told  West  Germany  yesterday  to  ratify  the 
non-agression  pacts  with  Russia  and  Poland  if  it  wants  to  keep  the  Wall 
open  for  family  reunions. 

They  warned  that  the  Big  Four  ambassadors’  agreement  on  opening 
the  Wall  would  go  into  effect  only  if  the  West  German  parliament 
ratifies  the  pacts.

An  Air  Force  Cl 30  gunship  with  14  men  aboard  has  been  shot  down 
by  a Communist  surface-to-air  (SAM)-missile  over  the  Laotian 
Panhandle , apparently  killing  all  the  men. 

The  U.S.  command  said  rescue  operations  were  called  off  and  it  was 
presumed  all  the  men  were  dead.  If  so,  it  would  be  the  largest  number 
of  Americans  killed  in  a single  incident  in  Laos  during  the  Indochina 
War  and  the  single  largest  U.S.  casualty  toll  in  Indochina  since  October.

BELFAST  ( UP  I)  — Britain 
formally  took  over  rule  of 
Northern  Ireland  yesterday  in  a 
day  marked  by  a major  gunbattle 
across  the  border  with  the  Irish 
Republic,  an  assassination  attempt 
in  Londonderry  and  bomb 
explosions  in  Belfast. 

The  British  Parliament 
completed  legislation  ending  51 
years  of  Protestant  rule  by  the 
Northern  Ireland  Parliament, 
Queen  Elizabeth  II  gave  her  royal 
assent  and  Northern  Ireland 
Premier  Brian  Faulkner  resigned.

Arrington  stated  several  examples 
of  critical  periods  of  the  Church’s 
history  and  the  means  by  which 
the  Church  has  survived  basically 
intact. 

The  History  Week  will  end 
tomorrow  with  the  A capella 
Choir  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Ralph  Woodward  performing  a 
series  of  musical  numbers  stating 
religious  themes  in  American 
music  and  art.  The  noon 
performance  in  the  HFAC  Recital 
Hall  will  be  accompanied  by  a 
lecture  from  Wesley  Burnside  on 
religious  themes  in  art. 

The  first  crisis  which  occurred 
in  the  Church  was  involved  with 
the  organizational  period  during 
the  1830’s  in  which  the  Church 
gained  its  organizational 
momentum.  The  second  was  after 
the  martyrdom  of  Joseph  Smith 
in  which  a leadership  crisis 
developed. 

A third  crisis  was  precipitated 
by  the  influx  of  gentile  economic, 
political  and  social  influence  in 
Utah  at  the  coming  of  the  railroad 
in  1868-88.  The  issue  was 
retention  of  the  Mormon  cultural 
integrity.  And  the  fourth  was  the 
period  of  time  between  the 
Edmunds-Tucker  Act  until  the 
demise  of  the  Anti-Mormon 
American  Party,  in  which  the 
Church  issued  the  Manifesto  and 
aligned  its  economic,  political  and 
marriage  practices  with  that  of  the 
rest  of  the  United  States. 

Arrington  said  that  the  Church 
maintained  its  integrity  by 
“minimal  adjustment  and 
pragmatic  compromise  past  any  of 
the  problems  that  have  come 
along.” 
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A memorial  tribute  will  be  played  at  noon 
today  on  the  campus  carillon  marking  BYU’s 
observance  of  the  National  Week  of  Concern 
for  Prisoners  of  War  Missing  in  Action.

repress”  a group  that  represents 
over  10  per  cent  of  the 
population,  that  society  will  have 
a “price  to  pay  for  what  has 
happened.”

true  method  of  genealogy,”  Haley 
said.  “I  respect  genealogy  above 
history  because  it  is  exact.” 

He  said  that  he  was  having 
research  performed  for  a book  he 
would  soon  write  that  would  be  a 
handbook  on  genealogy  for  black 
people.

“feathered  reptiles,”  Dr.  James  A.  Jensen  is  currently  making 
sketches  for  a national  science  publication. 

Bird  upset  revived 


Feathers  flying  around  these 
days  may  not  all  be  from  the 
birds! 

Research  findings  by  Dr.  James 
A.  Jensen,  curator  of  BYU’s  Earth 
Sciences  Museum,  has  “ruffled  the 
feathers”  of  many  ornithologists 
around  the  world. 

As  a result  of  his  study  on  fossil 
eggs,  Jensen  has  revived  the 
controversy  regarding  the  true 
nature  of  the  ostrich,  emu, 
cassowary,  rhea,  and  kiwi-the 
so-called  “flightless  birds”  of 
today. 

The  name  ratite  has  been  given 
this  worldwide  group  of  feathered 
ground  dwellers  because  they  have 
a raft-like  sternum  or  breast  bone. 
The  controversy  is  whether  or  not 
the  ratites  had  flying  ancestors. 

Six  years  ago  Jensen  noticed 
ostrich-like  eggshell  fragments 
among  dinosaur  bones  in  central 
Utah  and  began  to  investigate 
■ their  possible  origin. 

Claiming  relationship  of  ratites 
to  small  bird-like  dinosaurs, 


Jensen  said  “the  key  to  a lack  of 
understanding  concerning  the 
relationship  of  birds  and  ratites 
appears  to  be  the  feather.”  He 
further  added  that  feathers 
antedated  flight  by  millions  of 
years. 

“Archeopteryx,  the  misnamed 
‘first  bird,’  would  readily  be 
classified  as  a reptile  if  a rare 
accident  of  preservation  had  not 
left  feather  imprints  displayed 
around  its  skeleton,”  Jensen 
reported.  “The  primary  function 
of  feathers  was  that  of  a thermal 
insulation  enabling  an  otherwise 
cold-blooded  reptile  to  move 
about  in  a much. wider 
temperature  range.” 

“Feathers  probably  originated 
long  before  dinosaurs  roamed  the 
earth,”  Jensen  observed,  “when 
two  main  groups  departed  from 
the  main  stem  of  reptiles-one 
developing  fur  and  the  other 
feathers.  Both  systems  were  an 
adaptation  for  insulation 
eventually  leading  to 
warm-bloodedness.”

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Bigger,  stronger,  faster

“Within  two  to  three  years  BYU 
should  have  the  biggest,  strongest 
and  fastest  football  team  in  the 
U.S.  A.-including  the  Pros.” 

Quite  a statement.  But  not 
unfounded,  or  unrealistic, 
according  to  its  author,  Greg 
Shepard.  Shepard  is  the  dynamic 
force  behind  a dynamic  new 
training  program  for  BYU’s 
footballers.  A program  that,  with 
total  commitment  and  support, 
could  be  the  biggest  asset  to  BYU 
football  since  Eldon  Fortie. 

This  new  weight  training 
program  is,  simply  put,  designed 
to  place  a Roosevelt  Grier,  (in  his 
prime  of  course),  or  a Fred 
DeBarardi  (UTEP’s  great 
shot-putter)  body  inside  Cougar 
griders.  No  easy  task.  But  where 
there’s  a will  there’s  a way,  or, 
maybe  in  this  case,  “where  there’s 
a way  there’s  a will.” 

Shepard,  a doctoral  candidate  in 
P.E.,  has  provided  the  way. 
Currently  the  Pacific  Northwest 
and  Northern  California 
Powerlifting  champion,  Shepard 
has  been  actively  involved  with 
weight  training  for  more  then  13 
years.  After  graduating  with  a 
bachelor’s  degree  from  the 
University  of  Oregon,  Shepard 
coached  football,  wrestling  and 
track  for  four  years  at  the  high 
school  level. 

Shepard  worked  his  miraculous 
ways  on  his  high  school  athletes. 
The  results  were  revealing.  New 
techniques  were  being  tested.  New 
programs  were  being  produced. 

So  Greg  took  his  talents  to  the 
U.  of  O.  to  test  them  on  that 
school’s  football  team  while  he 
worked  on  his  masters.  Again,  the 
results  were  encouraging. 

After  completing  his  masters, 
Shepard  found  his  way  to  L.A. 
where,  as  he  put  it,  “I  worked  out 
with  the  world’s  strongest 
athletes,  including  George  Frenn, 
America’s  best  hammer  thrower 
and  the  world’s  strongest  power 
lifter.” 

Greg  applied  what  he  learned 
that  summer  in  LA  with  the 
wealth  of  knowledge  he’d  already 
accumulated,  and  came  to  a 
conclusion.  “Football  players 
have  never  trained  like  track 
athletes,”  explained  Greg,  “but 
with  his  power  training,  a track 
athlete  develops  to  be  big,  strong 
and  fast  all  at  the  same  time.” 

Shepard’s  solution,  then,  is  to 
make  the  football  player  as 
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strong,  powerful  and  fast  as  field 
event  trackmen  through  the 
conditioning  program  they  have 
evolved  in  the  last  ten  years  of 
training. 

So  what’s  a track  athlete’s 
program,  with  the  football 
variations,  of  course? 

Basically  three  types  of  lifts  are 
involved;  the  bench  press,  squats 
and  dead  lifts. 

The  bench  press  is  designed  to 
build  the  chest  and  arms.  The 
squats-parallel,  high  and  low-are 
aimed  at  developing  the  hips  and 
to  increase  overall  size  while 
building  speed.  The  dead  lifts, 
power  pulls  and  good  mornings 
are  designed  for  size  and  great 
power. 

The  bench  press  is  executed 
from  a laying  down  position, 
pressing  the  barbell  upward, 
hopefully.  Squats  are  done  by 
simply  bending  the  knees  at 
various  degrees  with  a barbell 
loaded  with  weights  on  your 
shoulders.  The  trick  is  to  stand 
back  up  after  you’ve  committed 
The  knees  to  the  bend. 

Dead  lifts  are  executed  by 
standing  over  the  heavily  laden 
barbell  and  bringing  it  with  you 
while  you  stand  up.  The  amount 
of  weight  on  the  bar  has  a 
profound  effect  on  the  ability  to 
stand  up. 

“These  power  lifts  place  stress 
on  the  body  to  gain  weight,  fill 
out  its  frame  and  build  power,” 
stated  Shepard. 

Two  words,  according  to 
Shepard,  will  make  or  break  the 
program:  TOTAL 
COMMITMENT.  It  can’t  be  an 
occasional  thing.  As  Shepard  puts 
it,  “no  pain  . . . no  gain.”  The 
conditioning  expert  realizes  the 
amount  of  physical  torture  that 
must  be  endured.  “After  the  first 
workout  some  of  the  players  can’t 
even  walk  for  a couple  of  days,” 


said  Shepard,  “but  they  need  to 
stick  with  it,  commit  themselves.” 

A player’s  speed  and  agility, 
contrary  to  somewhat  popular 
opinion,  are  increased 
considerably  with  the  training. 
The  gridders  run  through  their 
weight  routines  on  Mondays, 
Wednesdays  and  Fridays.  On 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  they 
work  on  their  agility,  playing 
basketball,  paddleball,  badminton, 
as  well  as  stressing  their  football 
skills.

A 
player’s  natural  talent,  his 
co-ordination,  are  his  own  gifts. 
The  training  is  an  attempt  to 
develop  the  player’s  potential  to 


it’s  fullest  capacity.  The  program 

is  hopeful  of  enabling  a footballer 
to  realize  his  potential  one  to 
three  years  earlier.

Bill  August,  quarterback  for  the 
Cougars,  after  just  two  weeks  on 
the  weights,  was  able  to  throw  the 
football  10  yards  farther  than  ever 
before. 

Dan  Hansen,  BYU’s  great 
defensive  back,  has  been  on  the 
program  for  several  weeks  now. 
Last  season  Hansen  was  satisfied 
with  a 4.8  timing  in  the  40. 
Monday,  when  an  Atlanta  Falcons 
scout  came  to  campus  to  view 
Hansen’s  moves,  the 
all-conference  performer  flew  the 
forty  in  4.6.  “That  was  very 
encouraging,”  understated 
Hansen.  “Many  people  think  that 
lifting  heavy  weights  slows  you 
down,  but  the  trick  is  to  run  at 
the  same  time.  The  program  has 
been  effective.” 

Terry  McEwen,  Dennis  Doman, 
Greg  Dunn  and  Ed  Rozeski  have 
all  improved  their  40  yard  dash 
times  more  than  one  tenth  of  a 
second. 

Charlie  Ah  You,  Dave  Nelson, 
Brian  Gunderson,  Mike  Pistorius, 
Stan  Call,  Sid  Smith,  John 
Monahan,  Ken  Peterson,  Jan

Environment  perils 
hunting,  fishing 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  - The 
Nation’s  environmental  problems 
are  affecting  the  character  of 
hunting  and  fishing  in  America, 
making  these  recreations  less 
accessible  and  more  expensive, 
according  to  a report  by  Assistant 
Secretary  of  Interior  Nathaniel  P. 
Reed. 

Secretary  Reed’s  report  was 
based  on  a survey  by  Interior’s 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  which 
indicates  that  a greater  proportion 
of  hunting  and  fishing  is  occurring 
on  preserves  belonging  to  clubs 
and  commercial  operators. 

The  survey  indicates  two  serious 
problems,  Reed  said:  “First,  the 
supply  of  available  land  and  the 
demand  for  it  are  getting  badly 
out  of  balance.  Even  if  the 
percentage  of  people  who  fish  and 
hunt  remains  the  same,  preserving 
existing  areas  will  not  provide 
enough  land;  so  restoring  polluted 
waters  and  wetlands  must  become 
a priority.  To  do  so  will  require  a 
far  greater  percentage  of  the 
sportsmen’s  dollar  to  go  toward 
this  goal.” 

The  second  problem  is  that 
money  spent  for  licenses,  duck 
stamps  and  other  permits,  which 
provide  for  habitat  preservation 
and  restoration  and  wildlife 
management,  is  the  smallest 
percentage  of  fishing  and  hunting 
expenses. 

“Sportsmen  must  be  willing  to 
pay  as  much  for  habitat  through 
licenses  and  special  taxes  as  they 
do  for  privilege  fees  and 
transportation.  If  not,  they  will 
find  the  rivers  empty  of  fish,  the 
skies  empty  of  birds  and  the  hills 
empty  of  game,”  Reed  advised.

proceeds  to  take  apart  the  gospel 
to  see  how  it  works,  and  what 
makes  it  tick.  “Scientists  are  very 
tidy  in  their  work,”  he  observed, 
“that  is,  careful  to  take  care  of 
every  end,  and  be  thoroughly 
circumspect.” 

“I  approach  the  gospel  and 
science  with  a curiosity  that  is 
almost  insatiable,  and  experiment 
associating  my  relationship  with 
the  Father,  the  Spirit,  and  the 
scripture.
